
Torch visit will 'boost trade' 


EVERY effort is being 
made to boost trade 
when the Olympic 
Torch Relay visits 
Lyme Regis on Thurs¬ 
day of next week (July 
12th). 

With the combination of 
austerity measures and ap¬ 
palling weather, Lyme is 
experiencing one of its 
worst summers for many 
years. 

With more rain fore¬ 
casted every day until the 
Olympic flame arrives in 
town, the Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Sally Holman, has dis¬ 
pelled concerns that the

council is trying to restrict 
the number of people ex¬ 
pected in the town. 

Councillor Holman told 
the View from Lyme 
Regis : “Nothing could be 
further from the truth. We 
are doing our utmost to en¬ 
courage as many people as 
possible to witness this 
once-in-a-lifetime event 
and that includes welcom¬ 
ing as many visitors as 
possible. 

“We have been told by 
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the authorities 
to expect a big crowd, pos¬ 
sibly bigger than on Red 
Arrows day, so we are 
doing our utmost to make 
sure we can accommodate 
safely everyone who 
wants to see the Olympic 
flame come to Lyme.” 

Councillor Holman, who 
has been chairing an 
Olympic Torch Organisa¬ 
tion Group for several 
months to co-ordinate the 
visit, pointed out that all 


district and town council 
car parks will be free for 
the day. 

No park and ride will be 
operational during the day 
but the town council is 
opening the Strawberry 
Field for additional park¬ 
ing. 

Ambassadors 

The council is also re¬ 
cruiting up to 175 
“Olympic Ambassadors” 
who will act as stewards 
and marshals on the day 
and arrangements that are 
being put in place to en¬ 
sure that the public can see 
the torch pass through the 
town in safety are being 


adopted by other commu¬ 
nities in the area. 

Said the Mayor: “We are 
conscious that the town is 
having a very bad summer 
at the moment. 

“The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations 
brought many people into 
the town and we are deter¬ 
mined to do all we can to 
make sure the Olymypic 
Torch relay will also boost 
trade. 

“This has certainly been 
the case in other host 
towns and I am sure Lyme 
will be packed.”

■ WHAT drew you towards an interest in care serv¬ 
ices? 

I got into care work as a result of my parents approach¬ 
ing the end of their lives. A search for a suitable care 
home for my mother, by then suffering from dementia, 
opened my eyes to the care industry and the huge vari¬ 
ation in the quality of care that was available. 

■ WHAT makes Everycare a good service provider? 
It is down to a combination of quality, reliability and 
having a great team of employees. Neither my wife nor 
I could ever be satisfied unless we sincerely believed 
that we were doing our utmost to be the very best at 
what we do. 

For some elements of our service we are effectively an 
emergency service, and by this I mean that when for in¬ 
stance a hospital contacts us for cover staff, they will 
have already striven to resolve any staff shortages in¬ 
ternally. So if they book our staff, and we were to let 
them down in some way, they have very few options 
left to them to resolve the matter. 

■ WHAT is your mantra? 

'Never let the customer down!' 

■ WHAT gives you the greatest sense of job satis¬ 
faction? 

We are a family led business, often intimately involved 
with the families of those for whom we care, and that 
gives great job satisfaction. But most of all I love the fact 
that it is a people business, both in respect of our staff 
and clients.

■ WHAT kind of feedback do you get from your 
clients? 

We get a lot of positive feedback from our clients, both 
corporate and private. We are required by legislation to 
have a robust quality assurance system, but often the 
most welcome feedback of all is the unsolicited letters 
of thanks that we receive, very often from the families 
of those for whom we have cared. 

Some of the letters can be intensely moving, and we al¬ 
ways ensure that the staff who actually delivered the 
care get the thanks 

■ WHAT skills or experience do people need in 
order to work for Everycare? 

Basically nothing other than having a caring nature. 
Many of our staff join us as novices, and we have a su¬ 
perb training regime that gives them the confidence 
and knowledge they need. We have had a few who 
have started with us as a care assistant, then progressed 
to being a health care assistant (working in care homes 
and hospitals), and who have then gone on to undergo 
their nurse training. 

■ HOW many staff do you employ? 

We employ approximately 130 staff, ranging from reg¬ 
istered nurses, health care assistants and community 
care assistants. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the lottery?

Gig Club receives £9,000 for 
youth section training skiffs 


A GENEROUS donation of £9,000 from the trustees of 
the former Club for Young People in Lyme Regis will en¬ 
able the town's ever-expanding gig club to purchase 
training skiffs for its newly-formed youth section. 

A cheque was presented by trustees chairman David 
Cozens to youth section President Ken Whetlor outside 
the Boat Building Academy on Monmouth Beach 
where the club's third wooden gig is being constructed 
by boat builder Gail McGarva. 

In presenting the cheque, Mr Cozens said all those 
volunteers who had worked so hard at the former Boys' 


Club in Church Street, now the home of the Hub Youth 
Club, was being put to such good use. 

Gig club chairman Marcus Dixon thanked the trustees 
for such a generous donation which would enable the 
club to commission the building of two training skiffs 
at a cost of £15,000. 

The Gig Club currently has a senior membership of 
130 with 14 juniors under the age of 18. 

The club has one fibre glass gig (Revenge) and two 
wooden gigs (Rebel and Black Ven) with a third under 
construction. 
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Bright lamp posts may be shaded 


NEW lamp posts in Lyme 
Regis which are too bright 
and causing a nuisance 
may have shades fitted, 
town councillor Lorna 
Jenkin has reported. 

Following complaints of 
new lamp posts being too 
bright, as published in the 
View From Lyme Regis’ 
“Lyme Letters” section 
over previous weeks, 
Councillor Jenkin has re¬ 
ported that electric com¬ 
pany SSE is willing to 
consider putting shades on 
the most intrusive lamp 
posts to prevent them glar¬ 
ing into upstairs windows. 

She explained: “Homes 
on the west side of Anning 
Road and Kingsway are set 
below street level which 
might be the reason for the 
upstairs glare as mentioned 
in the editor's column a 
few weeks ago, as the 
lights are generally not 
supposed to be a nuisance 
to upper windows. 

“If they are too bright

SSE are willing to consider 
putting a shade on the 
nearest lamp to keep the 
light from upstairs win¬ 
dows. I have spoken to the 
engineers who need the 
numbers and addresses of 
the offending poles. 

“If anyone would like to 
walk around with me to 
identify them in those 
streets or elsewhere, please 
contact me on 01297 
443703. Otherwise I will 
walk round and make a list 
myself from observation, 


but I might then miss 
some, especially as it is 
summer. 

“The lights may seem 
bright but I was informed 
by the advance street light¬ 
ing team that in fact the 
new lights use less elec¬ 
tricity and are not as 
bright; they are just more 
efficient, whiter and are 
more focussed on the 
ground rather than up into 
the sky and onto houses. 

“The lights have been re¬ 
spaced, some wider apart, 
some closer, to give a 
more even coverage.” 

Councillor Jenkin is one 
of the local councillors 
who has been working 
with Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil lighting engineers in 
the replacement of lamps 
across Dorset. She ex¬ 
plained that the county 
council has experienced an 
increasing number of poles 
crashing down because of 
erosion and pointed out 
that in Lyme Regis posts in 


Bridge Street were cov¬ 
ered in rust. 

Councillor Jenkin added: 
“The contractors have 
been slow in the replace¬ 
ment project of Lyme 
Regis because of a short¬ 
age of electricians, but 
have recently re-started 
and hope to tackle the 'old 
town' and Broad Street this 
next winter. 

“The council has pro¬ 
vided £5,000 to pay for 
heritage style lamps in the 
oldest streets of Lyme and 
we hope you will be 
pleased with the results. 

“In 2014 Lyme is sched¬ 
uled to have its lights 
switched off for five and a 
half hours at night from 
midnight in winter and 
lam in summer, except for 
the main roads and areas 
considered unsafe which 
will stay on all night. That 
should help to silence 
those cockerels who crow 
all night!” 


New lifeboat saves kayaker 
from drowning in rough seas 


A KAYAKER who fell overboard from his boat in 
heavy seas was saved by Lyme Regis lifeboat crew in 
a dramatic rescue. 

The incident took place on Sunday evening just off 
Axmouth, with the lifeboat being launched at 8.12pm 
after the man’s shouts for help were heard ashore. The 
crew reached the 45-year-old man, seven miles from 
the harbour, 13 minutes later. He was found quarter of 
a mile off shore and was only visible when he waved 
a paddle due to the rough seas. 

The kayaker has been in the water for about 45 min¬ 
utes and had swallowed a lot of water and was suffer¬ 
ing from the cold. He was quickly pulled aboard the 
“Spirit of Loch Fyne” lifeboat and given immediate 
first aid before being winched into the coastguard hel¬ 
icopter from Portland and taken to Dorchester Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Crew member Jon Broome said: “We got the man 
out of the water very quickly and insulated him to 
keep him warm. Our training for this particular type 
of rescue proved invaluable. The man was close to 
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drowning and we were operating in a Force 5 wind 
with three metre swells. Our regular training exercises 
with the helicopter for just such an incident also 
proved very important.” 

It is thought that the new Atlantic 85 “Spirit of Loch 
Fyne” lifeboat arrived at the scene seven minutes 
faster than the old Atlantic 75 “Pearl of Dorset” boat, 
which was replaced in March, would have. 

Helmsman Dave Street said: “In our oipinion, those 
seven minutes were crucial to the survival of the ca¬ 
sualty. The new lifeboat is faster than the one it re¬ 
placed and carries a crew of four instead of three.” 

Other crew members aboard were Tim Edwards and 
John Gage.

“Training is a major part 
of being an Olympian and 
I am very much looking 
forward to competing at 
the end of the month.” 

The Tunnel Target Sports 
Centre is one of two ap¬ 
proved venues in the UK 
where Georgina and the 
rest of the GB squad can 
legally shoot, with a 10 
metre, 25 metre and 50 
metre range on offer. 



The site has been going 
from strength to strength 
since it opened in July 
2010, offering both a club 
shooting facility and an 
opportunity for local 
groups, ranging from the 
WI to the cubs and scouts, 
to also try their hand at 
shooting, as well as wel¬ 
coming parties for celebra¬ 
tions such as birthdays or 
hen and stag nights. 

The Tunnel has now 
been given planning per¬ 
mission to extend, with a 
proposed 100 metre indoor 
shooting range due to be 
completed by September 
and, in the last two years, 
the grounds have gained an 
additional 15 acres making 
it the perfect shooting lo¬ 
cation. 

Staff at the Tunnel now 
hope they can expand fur¬ 
ther offering other shoot¬ 
ing sports, such as archery, 
and creating an additional 
function room.

A new way to promote local events

in the town is the events screen in the Jubilee Pavilion of 

the Marine Pa¬ 
rade Shelters 
(pictured inset). 
Working from 
manual up¬ 
dates since the 
opening of the 
shelters last 
July, this has 
recently be¬ 
come fully 
automated. 



The screen, visible twenty-four hours a day, now takes 
its information directly from the town council’s tourism 
website, www.lymeregis.org. On a continuous loop, it 
shows details for the week ahead with the time and place, 
followed by a listing of the major events for the rest of 
the year. After midnight it drops off the day just ended 
and picks up the next seventh day. 

The idea for such a screen was part of the planning for 
the restored shelters at an early stage. Travellers on the 
continent will be familiar with the large screens in many 
towns giving information about current activities, as well 
as date, time and the temperature. Their dominating ap¬ 
pearance would not be appropriate for Lyme Regis, 
which is why the more modest, indoor events screen was 
envisaged.

THE Lyme Regis alternative to the Olympic Games, the 
crazy Lyme Lympics sand games, will now be held on 
Wednesday, August 1st starting at 3pm on the town's 
main beach. 

The eccentric Lympic games will feature the return of 
popular traditional game conger coddling, plus sting¬ 
ing nettle-eating, binocular football and wife-jousting 
among the oddball events. 

The Lympics organiser, Lyme artist Hugh Dunford- 
Wood, has invited the reigning world champion nettle- 
eater, Tiverton fishmonger Sam Cunningham, to lead 
the field in the stinger-eating dash in which contestants 
have just three minutes to swallow as many nettles as 
they can. 


Conger coddling - like bar billiards but played with 
human skittles and a dead eel - was a traditional attrac¬ 
tion at Lifeboat Week for three decades until it was 
dropped in 2006 by order of RNLI HQ in Poole after an 
objection from a person claiming to be an animal rights 
activist. 

But following huge support locally the Lympic com¬ 
mittee is now to bring the conger coddling back and is 
talking to town and county authorities about traffic 
control on the day, as the last conger event drew more 
than 2,000 visitors to the town. 

The alternative games were originally scheduled to 
take place over the jubilee weekend but had to be post¬ 
poned due to bad weather.

Council's £700 grant 
for Olympic Torch day 

ESCALATING health and safety costs has resulted in 
Lyme Regis Town Council sanctioning expenditure 
of £700 to help meet expenses associated with the 
Olympic Torch Relay visiting the town on July 12th. 

The town has already received a grant of £542 
from West Dorset District Council to help offset the 
cost of welcoming the Olympic flame - but with 
thousands of people expected to visit the town for 
the once-in-a-lifetime event, further finance is re¬ 
quired. 

Just over £400 has been spent on welcoming ban¬ 
ners but more money is needed for the purchase of 
high visibility tabards and the hire of additional two- 
way radios. 

Based on the experience of other communities 
that have already hosteds the relay, police and high¬ 
way authotrities have recommended increased re¬ 
sources to ensure the safety of all spectators. 

Lyme is recruiting up to 175 marshalls to make 
sure the relay arangements run smoothly.

Woodbury Down not suitable for housing 


■ WHEN you live in a small community there are often 
“ground hog” days. 

In that respect, Lyme is no different from anywhere 
else. The whole premiss of the movie “Ground Hog Day” 
is that lessons are learned, knowledge is gained, ulti¬ 
mately you move forward to a positive conclusion. This 
is where Lyme deviates from the plot line - it’s time for 
the Redevelopment Plan again! 

Have lessons been learned form the last plan? It seems 
not. The conclusions and insight of Ms Jill Kingaby, the 
appointed government inspector of the plan, seem to have 
been completely ignored by West Dorset District Council. 
Here is a brief outline of the issues which I feel should 
be discussed. 

Originally 60 homes and B1 industrial units were put 
forward by WDCC. This was in two fields at Woodbury 
Down (formerly St Albans). The inspector’s opinion was 
that “60 dwellings would be too great - and the council 
reassess the capacity”. This they did, and reduced the plan 
to one field and 30 homes. So why is it that WDDC are 
now putting in a plan for 90 homes and industrial units 
on three fields? 

One of the major needs for housing in Lyme Regis is 
affordable homes for the locals. The land at Woodbury 
Down is far from ideal. It has green sand mnning through 
the whole site and streams and rain fall vent naturally 
onto the larger part of it. These naturally occurring ob¬ 
stacles, together with the gradient of the site, means that 
the expense of stabilising the land and the cost of exces¬ 
sive foundations makes affordable housing a pipe dream. 
It should also be noted that every tree on this site has a 


preservation order on it, not that this seems to worry some 
developers. 

So why do WDDC keep putting this land forward? The 
council says: “There is no other site within the develop¬ 
ment boundary.” But then again, neither was the total area 
of Woodbury Down in 2005. With this in mind, there is 
another site which I feel could be put forward and dis¬ 
cussed by the town as a whole. 

Option 2, the park and ride field adjacent to Strawberry 
Lields, has no obvious geological issues and an area of 
flat ground, ideal for affordable homes. The council argue 
that it is further from town, therefore not within walking 
distance. I live near the top of Charmouth Road, by 
Woodbury Down. As I work and have a school age family 
I do not have the luxury of time to walk to town and back. 
I’m sure there are many others like me, and both the 53 
and 31 buses pass this field. Also, this site would not be 
seen from the western side of Lyme and Uplyme, unlike 
Woodbury Down. 

Whether or not people agree about the use of this site, 
those of us who live and work in Lyme should at least 
have a chance to discuss this option. It is down to the peo¬ 
ple of Lyme Regis to shape its future, not WDDC, be¬ 
cause we are the ones left with their decisions long after 
they have gone.

HE WAS born in an Irish workhouse in 1881 and 
died in Connecticut in 1972, aged 90. Padraic 
Colum was a dramatist, novelist, poet and bi¬ 
ographer. He was also a co-founder of the 
Abbey Theatre in Dublin and a friend of James 
Joyce. His first book of verse came out in 1907 
and included this poem. 

AN OLD WOMAN OF THE ROADS 

O, to have a little house! 

To own the hearth and stool and all! 

The heaped up sods upon the fire, 

The pile of turf against the wall! 

To have a clock with weights and chains 
And pendulum swinging up and down! 

A dresser filled with shining delph, 
Speckled and white and blue and brown! 

I could be busy all the day 
Clearing and sweeping hearth and floor, 
And fixing on their shelf again 
My white and blue and speckled store! 

I could be quiet there at night 
Beside the fire and by myself, 

Sure of a bed and loth to leave 
The ticking clock and the shining delph! 

Och! but I'm weary of mist and dark, 

And roads where there's never a house nor bush, 
And tired I am of bog and road, 

And the crying wind and the lonesome hush! 


And I am praying to God on high, 

And I am praying Him night and day, 

For a little house—a house of my own — 

Out of the wind's and the rain's way. 

In 1909 James Joyce praised this next verse of 
Colum's with the comment, "I couldn't have 
written that." 

ACROSS THE DOOR 

The fiddles were playing and playing, 

The couples were out on the floor; 

From converse and dancing he drew me, 

And across the door. 

Ah! strange were the dim, wide meadows, 
And strange was the cloud-strewn sky, 

And strange in the meadows the corncrakes, 
And they making cry! 

The hawthorn bloom was by us, 

Around us the breath of the south — 
white hawthorn, strange in the night-time — 
His kiss on my mouth! 

Let's finish with a bit of whimsy from Wendy 
Cope. I recognise myself in this verse. I don't 
like to be bored but I don't mind being boring. 

BEING BORING 

If you ask me 'What's new?', I have nothing to say 
Except that the garden is growing. 

I had a slight cold but its better today. 


I'm content with the way things are going. 
Yes, he is the same as usually is, 

Still eating and sleeping and snoring. 

I get on with my work. He gets on with his. 

I know this is all very boring. 

There was drama enough in my turbulent past: 
Tears and passion - I've used up a tankful. 

No news is good news, and long may it last. 

If nothing much happens, I'm thankful. 

A happier cabbage you never did see, 

My vegetable spirits are soaring. 

If you're after excitement, steer well clear of me. 

I want to go on being boring. 

I don't go to parties. Well, what are they for, 

If you don't need to find a new lover? 

You drink and you listen and drink a bit more 
And you take the next day to recover. 
Someone to stay home with was all my desire 
And, now that I've found a safe mooring, 

I've just one ambition in life: I aspire 
To go on and on being boring.

Bridport Arts Centre 



THE Chris Corcoran Trio play an exciting and eclectic 
mix of instrumental music covering Blues, Jazz, Latin, 
Funk and Rock'n'Roll styles. The trio all cut their teeth 
and earned reputations on the London Blues scene and 
are now considered top players in their field. Instru¬ 
mental dynamite, and very danceable!

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House sales "a reverse pyramid" says housing spokesman 


AS a member of the National Association of Estate 
Agents, Gordon & Rumsby are kept up-to-date with 
regular industry newsletters and forums. Changes in 
legislation affecting the housing market are reported 
immediately and the NAEA run monthly surveys 
amongst members to keep track on the ever-changing 
housing market. Richard Copus is the West Country Re¬ 
gional Executive for the National Association of Estate 
Agents and recently published the following editorial. 
This sums up the trend that we are seeing at Gordon & 
Rumsby this year and so decided to share this piece 
with readers. I hope you find it interesting. 

Julie Gordon 

Richard Copus, West Country Regional, says that 
the housing market has turned into a 'reverse pyra¬ 
mid'which is the main factor influencing slow house 
sales. 

"The normal housing market, which we have 
known for decades, revolves around young, first 
time buyers stepping onto the housing ladder for 
the first time and moving up that ladder as years 
progress. First time buyers have traditionally formed 


the bedrock of the market. That situation now is to¬ 
tally reversed. 

With first timers like needles in haystacks and an 
increasingly ageing population, the pyramid has 
been reversed. We are now seeing the general trend 
in house sales as top downwards rather than bot¬ 
tom up. Indeed, it can be said that the market really 
hasgone'bottom up'! This puts pressure on the top 
end of the market and on house values." 

Richard emphasises that this is not a life-changing 
situation, but it needs a rethink from estate agents 
and house sellers on how they should value and 
market their homes. 

"The reassuring trend over the last 3 years is that 
house prices have remained relatively stable with 
only small ups and downs. The problem at the mo¬ 
ment is lack of buyers. Government statistics indi¬ 
cate that residential housing transactions are down 
60% from their recent peak in 2007. Down here in 
the West Country it is more like a half full pint pot. 

The pot is half full, rather than half empty, because 
there is still a slow but steady influx of people relo¬ 
cating from our increasingly congested metropoli¬

tan areas and many older people retire down here. 
Generally speaking, they are selling considerably 
higher value properties and are prepared to pay for 
a better lifestyle and environment. What we don't 
have are thirty-something's on increased incomes 
itching to buy larger houses and twenty-some¬ 
thing's with mortgages filling the gap." 

"The result of these trends means that property 
values are unlikely to decrease substantially over the 
next few years, but they are unlikely to go up either. 
It would only need a small increase in first time 
buyer lending or employment confidence amongst 
young families to fuel housing demand, but neither 
of these is likely to happen in the foreseeable future. 
So it continues to be important not to overvalue 
houses when they are put up for sale." 

"Put your house on the market at more than a few 


per cent above market value and you are likely to 
end up selling it for less than you otherwise would. 
How is this? The buyers are out there but they are 
very money conscious. Many of them are living in 
rented accommodation where they have been for 6 
months or even 2 years. Looking for specific houses 
in specific price ranges and locations, they know val¬ 
ues to the tee. If they see something they like the 
look of they won't mess about. It is surprising how 
many properties sell at or within 1 per cent of their 
asking prices. What they won't do is waste time 
looking at overvalued homes and there are a lot out 
there. The result is that overvalued houses don't get 
viewers, go stale, and end up selling at depressed 
prices when the owners eventually decide that they 
have had enough."

Russian threat to Blake's golden chances 


DESPITE beating his own world record in the 800m, 
Dorchester's Paul Blake was beaten into third place in 
last week's IPC Athletics European Championships at 
Stadskaanal in Holland. 

Although trimming 1.21 secs off his world record of 
2:08:02, the 22-year-old from Charlton Down was 
beaten into bronze position by a new Russian athlete 
Evgenii Shvetcov who won in 2:05:03, and old rival 
Artem Arefyev who clocked 2:06:19. 

The 24-year-old Soviet making his first appearance 
on the international scene, also denied Blake gold in 
the 400m, beating the fastest time in the world this 
year set by Blake only two weeks ago, with Arefyev 
third. 

However Blake is in no way disheartened by the re¬ 
sults and believes it will only spur him on to better 
things. 

Speaking exclusively with View Sport he said: "It was 
a really good championship's. Shetchov was new to 
me; I have never heard of him before; but I am not 
fazed by him, it only makes me want to try harder." 

Despite being beaten by the two Russians in the 
800m, Blake is in good spirits. He is pleased with the 
way he is running; lengthening his stride and achiev¬ 


ing a level of relaxation that he wasn't able to find pre¬ 
viously. 

"Arefyev is great competition, and he is still very 
much in the picture, but Shvetcov means more com¬ 
petition and that spurs me on. I couldn't have done 
anymore that I did last week, and was beaten by 
someone who was better on the day. 

"However I won't be changing my training in any 
way, I will keep doing what I am doing and hopefully 
get quicker. I believe there is more in me, and I will 
continue to work hard, and hopefully stay injury free." 

He feels now that he can go faster and just needs to 
concentrate on leg strength. "The Russians are much 
taller and stronger than me. I think that's what made 
the difference in the final 60m. 

"There is work to do but I've got eight weeks and I'm 
really looking forward to it.The races are becoming re¬ 
ally exciting now that there are three of us within 
touching distance of each other." 

Blake's next competition is the McCain Birmingham 
Games on 8th July when he will be running the 400m 
and 800m,with Blake having already mettheTeam GB 
standard times, expecting to officially be named in the 
Team GB Paralympic team the following day.

Poole Town 153 all out beat 
Dorchester 138 all out by 15 runs 

DORCHESTER, after dismissing reigning 
champions PooleTown for just 153, must 
have felt they had a great chance of 
being the first side this season to win at 
Poole Park.

BOWLS ROUND-UP 

DESPITE difficulties attracting the usual num¬ 
ber of entrants to the 53rd annual Weymouth 
& Portland Bowls Tournament because of per¬ 
ceived concerns about traffic access and con¬ 
gestion as well as parking and increased 
accommodation costs during Olympic year, 
numerous local clubs including those from 
London, Weston-super-Mare, Bristol and 
Poole have registered teams. 

The tournament, a regular event on the 
bowling calendar, in fact fall between the end 
of the Olympics and the commencement of 
the Paralympics, meaning traffic access to the 
town and car parks will be open as usual. 

In addition the organisers are able to offer 
entrants car parking vouchers valid at the 
Swannery and Lodmoor car parks which pro¬ 
vide access to the Melcombe Regis and 
Greenhill club's at a cost of £15 for the week. 

The event will be played at the Weymouth 
and Melcombe Regis, Greenhill and Wellwor¬ 
thy clubs between August 20th and 24th, and 
will be officially opened by the Deputy Mayor, 
Ray Banham.The final will be played at Green¬ 
hill Bowling Club. 

This year the Tournament will take a differ¬ 
ent format to normal with the introduction of 
a High 5 Open Classic competition that will be 
open to teams of five players; men, ladies or 
mixed. 

Teams will be drawn into groups with each 
team in a group playing an inter-group 
round-robin. Each team will be free to arrange 
themselves to play two sessions each day. 

In their first session each team will play 
games of singles and rinks, and in their sec¬ 
ond session play pairs and triples. Each day 
points will be allocated to each team's individ¬ 
ual game and overall match result within their 
group. 

The winning teams from each group and 
the best overall runners-up from the groups 
will go through to a knock-out semi-final and 
final contest.

Bluebird Care, Weymouth &West Dorset, and 
Jenny Andrews, ensuring that all High 5 Open 
Classic and Plate competition finalists and the 
Men's Triples finalists will be well rewarded, 
with prize monies totalling £1,500 at stake on 
finals day. 

There are still some vacancies in both the 
High 5 Open Classic and the Men's Triples 
competitions, so anyone contemplating en¬ 
tering a team is urged to submit their entry 
asap. 

Tournament Secretary Doug Wise said:"The 
Olympics coming to the town this year, has 
proved a deterrent for many of the regular 
competitors that normally attend from all 
over the UK.
